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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Conservation  Commission 
reports  the  acquisition,  by  gift  of  Robert  Schroeder,  seven 
acres  of  land  along  Pine  River  for  a  preservation  of  wildlife 
area. 

The  Commission  has  also  been  in  contact  with  State  Water 
Resource  Board  and  State  Water  Pollution  Commission  on  the 
matter  of  four  unauthorized  holding  tanks.  Action  is  now  being 
taken  by  the  State  to  remedy  this  situation. 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  investigate  the  proposed  sewage 
treatment  plant  to  be  built  in  the  town  of  Ossipee  and  to 
empty  into  the  Ossipee  River  in  the  town  of  Effingham  at  the 
intersection  of  Rts.  25  and  153  South,  four  members  attended 
an  inspection  of  the  Conway  Treatment  Plant.   The  trip  was  very 
informative,  but  members  feel  that  there  is  still  much  to  be 
studied  concerning  this  matter.   A  meeting  was  held  with 
representatives  from  Parsonsfield  and  Porter  to  discuss  their 
views  on  the  Ossipee  proposal.   It  was  interesting  to  note 
that  they  were  as  unaware  of  the  proposal  as  the  town  of 
Effingham  had  been  last  year.  After  a  lengthy  discussion, 
it  was  agreed  to  hold  addition  joint  meetings  of  all  concerned 
towns. 

On  June  13,  1978,  the  Commission  elected  Roger  Nutter  - 
Chairman  and  Cassie  Meanley  -  Secretary.   Other  members  for 
the  year  were:  Kathy  Martin,  Jerry  Schacht,  Kenny  Brown,  and 
Gaynelle  Bennett.

1978  saw  the  climax  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee's  work. 
With  money  from  the  silver  and  bronze  coins  coming  in,  the 
committee  was  better  able  to  plan  the  main  body  of  the  activities 
for  the  celebration,  with  the  exception  of  the  parade  which 
George  Lantagne  had  already  started  to  organize. 

A  tentative  list  of  activities  was  planned  and  posted  in 
calendar  form  at  the  Town  Hall  for  town  meeting,  so  that  everyone 
could  see  the  Bicentennial  Week  and  make  their  plans  accordingly. 

It  was  soon  discovered  that  a  full  ten  days  of  activities 
would  stretch  our  six  man  board  too  thin,  so  organizations  were 
asked  to  sponsor  events,  to  enable  the  committee  to  have  some 
breathing  spacel -Special  thanks  go  to  the  Fire  Department  for 
their  Firemen's  Muster,  and  for  the  use  of  the  grounds  at  fire 
station  #2  for  the  pet  show,  and  the  building  for  the  talent 
show,  the  auction,  the  supper  the  night  of  the  parade,  and  the 
dance. 
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Oiir  gratitude  goes  also  to  the  Effingham  Historical  Society 
for  the  Bicentennial  Ball  at  Lord's  Hill  and  the  Bicentennial 
Silver  Tea.  ¥e  also  thank  the  Effingham  Wildcats  Ball  Team  for 
the  Donkey  Ball  Game  at  South  Effingham,  and  to  the  Effingham 
Rascals  for  the  Pet  Show. 

The  Bicentennial  celebration  commenced  with  a  Band  Concert 
at  the  Lord's  Hill  Band  Stand  in  the  evening,  followed  the  next 
evening  by  two  dances;  one  at  fire  station  #2,  a  country- 
western  affair,  and  a  Ball  at  Lord's  Hall  on  Lord's  Hill,  with 
everyone  attending  in  period  costume.   Sunday,  the  Fire  Department 
sponsored  a  Firemen's  Muster  at  Province  Lake  which  was  attended 
by  seventeen  departments  and  over  five  hundred  people.   Monday 
saw  the  reenactment  of  the  stealing  of  the  Lord's  Hill  Bell  by 
the  folks  at  Drake's  Corner,  with  the  "actors"  appearing  in 
period  dress.  At  six  that  evening,  a  Pet  Show  was  held  at  the 
fire  station  (#2)  with  catagories  for  every  kind  of  pet. 
Tuesday  was  a  games  and  contests  day  at  the  Effingham  Palls 
School,  with  about  two  hundred  yoiong  people  attending,  and 
about  four  hundred  adultsi   The  games  started  at  1:00  P.M.  and 
ended  at  7:00  that  evening!

Thursday,  the  only 
rainy  day  of  the  Bicentennial  period,  also  saw  the  only  indoor 
event:   a  talent  show  in  the  evening  at  fire  station  #2,  which 
was  packed.   Friday,  (also  at  the  fire  station)  the  auction 
was  held,  the  proceeds  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
committee.   Saturday,  Parade  Day,  went  off  better  that  our 
wildest  expectations,  with  many  people  lining  the  parade  route 
from  Nason's  race  track  to  Libby's  Field  to  view  the  thirty-odd 
floats  and  displays.   The  band  stand  served  as  a  reviewing 
stand,  occupied  with  visiting  dignitaries  including  Mrs.  Meldrim 
Thomson,  wife  of  the  Governor.   Following  the  parade,  there  was 
a  smorgasbord  type  supper  served  at  the  fire  house  which  was 
very  well  attended.   Sunday,  the  last  day  of  festivities,  started 
with  a  church  service  at  the  Lord's  Hill  Church.   At  1:00  P.M. 
a  Donkey  Ball  Game  was  staged,  followed  in  the  late  afternoon 
by  a  chicken  Barbecue  at  the  Five  Chimneys  on  Province  Lake.  At 
9:00  P.M.  Province  Lake  saw  its  first  large  display  of  fireworks. 
People  filled  the  beaches  all  around  the  lake  and  even  went  up 
into  the  surrounding  hills  to  view  the  finale. 

The  Bicentennial  was  a  huge  success,  but  only  due  to  the  whole- 
hearted support  of  the  people  of  the  Town.   Prom  costumes  to 
attendance,  you  were  behind  us  all  the  way.   The  conmiittee  would 
like  to  say  "Thank  You"  to  every  organization  and  every  person 
for  the  support  that  was  given.   Thanks  -  you're  the  greatest!

The  squad  has  now  raised  $1,845.00  toward  that  vehicle.  Appli- 
cation has  been  made  to  the  New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency 
for  matching  funds.   There  will  be  an  article  in  the  warrant 
asking  the  Town  to  appropriate  monies  for  the  purchase. 

Through  generous  donations  in  memory  of  Kenneth  Thurston,  the 
squad  bought  two  portable  scanners  to  help  establish  on-call 
ambulance  service. 

One  Advanced  First  Aid  course  and  two  cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation  courses  were  taught,  increasing  the  number  of 
people  in  the  area  trained  to  respond  in  an  emergency.   There 
are  currently  ten  trained  active  members  and  nine  associate 
members;  we  anticipate  five  new  active  members  in  1979.        ^'

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
and 
YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has 
created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that 
is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the 
state  and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to 
prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester 
to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this 
effort.   State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of 
forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire 
organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor 
and  Council.   State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to 
piirchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local 
forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  biirning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit 
from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.   Penalty  for  burning  without 
a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by 
a  fine  up  to  $1,000.00  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  FLAMING  BOARD  (RRDPB) 

Report  encompassing  activities  of  the  committee  represented 
in  the  towns  of  Effingham,  Freedom,  Madison,  and  Tamworth. 

In  1978  the  committee  met  frequently,  nearly  every  week 
during  summer  months,  to  coordinate  the  installation  of  basic 
recycling  systems  in  the  foirr  towns.  As  of  the  writing  of  this 
report,  three  of  the  &ur  towns  have  functioning  recycling  pro- 
grams with  the  fourth  member  town  about  to  begin.   Mandatory 
separation  has  been  instituted  in  two  towns  (Effingham  and 
Freedom).   Citizen  participation  has  been  greatest  in  these 
two  cases.   In  addition  to  regular  work  meetings  the  committee 
also  held  information  hearings  with  the  general  public  and  area 
business  concerns  prior  to  beginning  the  program.   All  of  last 
year's  recommendations  have,  with  some  minor  variations,  been 
carried  out  by  the  member  towns. 

For  the  coming  year  the  following  will  have  to  be  accomplished 
for  successful  follow-through  of  existing  programs  and  in  pre- 
paration for  future  needs: 

1.  Additional  funds  to  build  covers  over  holding  bins. 

2.  All  towns  continue  to  study  the  waste  problem  through 
the  RRDPB  for  another  year.   Great  progress  has  been  made,  but 
we  still  have  a  lot  to  do  in  finding  economical,  long-term 
solutions  to  our  solid  waste  problems.   Like  all  other  facets 
of  town  administration,  long-range  planning  is  needed  to  insure 
adequate  facilities  for  ourselves  and  for  future  generations. 
The  RRDPB  hopes  to  achieve  the  following  in  1979: 

a.  Continue  an  education  program  prompting  greater  citizen 
awareness  and  concern  on  the  matter  of  recycling  and  disposal 
programs . 

b.  Explore  possibilities  for  shared  equipment  between 
member  towns. 

c.  Continue  to  seek  new  markets  for  o-ur  recyclables  for 
greater  profits. 

d.  Continue  to  study  the  problem  of  disposal  of  non- 
recyclables  which  still  remains  somewhat  of  a  dilemma  with 
landfill  as  an  interim  measure  at  best  because  of  its  short 
term  and  possible  environmental  dangers.  Alternatives  to 
this  remain  too  expensive  for  any  one  town  to  handle  alone. 
¥e  therefore  will  continue  on  our  regional  approach  seeking 
the  least  expensive  alternative  which  hopefully  will  provide 
not  only  disposal  service  but  also  some  monetary  return  to 
our  tax  paying  citizens,  e.g.,  recycling,  resource  recovery.

Services  are  provided  on  a  fee  for  service  basis.   Pee 
discounts  are  available  for  patients  who  are  unable  to  afford 
the  full  fee  charged.   No  one  will  be  denied  services  because 
of  their  inability  to  pay. 
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The  Center  currently  receives  funds  from  the  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service's  Rural  Health  Initiative  (RHI)  Program.   This 
program  provides  for  at  least  three  years  cf  funding  in  declining 
amounts  each  year.   The  purpose  of  the  RHI  Program  is  to  provide 
money  to  medically  underserved  rural  communities  so  they  can 
attract  medical  professionals  and  set  up  a  variety  of  needed 
health  care  services.   The  funds  are  supposed  to  help  communities 
pay  for  start-up  costs  and  provide  a  subsi(iary  for  a  few  years 
until  a  self-supporting  medical  practice  is  established.   The 
Center  must  make  every  effort  to  become  self-supporting  within 
the  next  couple  of  years.
